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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 6-15, 17-46, 48-50, 52-62, 65-128, 130-142, 145-148 and 151-153 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. The language "(500 to 1 0,000 g/mol)" and "(second melt)" renders the claims 
indefinite. IT is unclear as to how the language in the parentheses in intended to further 
limit the claims. Clarification and/or explanation is required. 

4. The specific gravity limitation of claim 24 is indefinite. Claims 6 and 7, from 
which 24 can depend, limit the specific gravity the 0.700 to 0.860. As such, claim 24 
does not further limit the claims from which it depends. 

5. Claims 48, 136, 145-148 and 151-153 are indefinite. These claims further 
incorporate plastomers and elastomers. The claims from which they depend expressly 
exclude elastomers by stating "elastomers are substantially absent." As such, it is 
unclear as to which ingredients are to be included and/or excluded. Clarification is 
required. Claim 151 is further indefinite in that it appears to exclude physical blends of 
polypropylene and polyolefins. Claim 6 reads on physical blends of polypropylene and 
polyolefins. As such, it is unclear as to how this claim further limits the claim from which 
it depends.
